around through the bodv of the 
host until It found a eatlsfsctorv 
place for fruit growth. There it

found a good many mice afflicted 
with these .m all warbles and that 
som e were found to he Infected 
with sm aller warbles which

To the farmer or hunter or nat­ 
uralist acquainted with real condi­ 
tions in Nature, it Is a constant 
source of wonder that many pro­ 
fessedly Intelligent people should
